Too often the hog is considered a 
scavenger and his ab ility to ulitize 
w aste is regarded as his chief value. 
However well the pig 
serves 
this 
purpose, it will pay for good care, 
food and hous’ng. 
Forage crops are 
especially b eneficial to y oung ani­ 


m a l s . 
It is possib le to grow them 
much more profitab ly and success­ 
fully when a good green field of pal­ 
atab le and nutritious pasturage is 
provided. 


Experim ents and practical fa n n ­ 
ers’ experience prove that gains in 
weight are made at less cost on for­ 
age than on the dry lot. 
Breed sows 
can b e carried through the season 
on pasture at less cost than when 
grains fields arc entirely depended 
upon. 
Foraging induces the animal 
to exercise and ob tain fresh air and 
I m akes the hogs cleaner and more 
wholesome.

When anim als so reared are put in 
the fattening pens their gains are 
unusually rapid and profitab le.

the battle at Vera Cruz 
from 
the United Press, will go down 
in newspaper history as one of

censorship, which for all other 
newspaper men was air tight, 
by resort to a simple private 
code employed by Shepherd 
and the New York office of the 
United Press.

films, addressed by 
Shepherd to a private address 
in New York did the trick , and 
while correspondents for other 
news agencies and newspapers

P r e s s papers the country over 
were printing the news of the 
landing and attack on Vera 
Cruz, just a s it appeared in the 
Daily Republican.

Grave Fears Held out for Safety of 


Americans at Oil Camps 


Near Topila 


Vera Cruz, April 23.— Th is city is 
completely 
under 
control 
of th e 
American forces. 


Absolute quiet prevails, ex cept for 
occasional outpost tiring, as some of 
th e Mex ican troops are still h overing 
in th e outskirts of th e city , h aving 
evidently been left beh ind by Gener­ 
al Maas to cover h is retreat wh en h e 
and th e bulk of th e garrison retired 
with all th e artillery to 
Paso del 
Mach o, a strongly fortified position 
on th e Mex ican Railway , a few miles 
east of Cordoba. 


Six Americans killed and about 30 
wounded marked th e complete tak­ 
ing of eVra Cruz y esterday by th e 
United States forces. 


Th e 
number of 
Mex icans killed 
y esterday is estimated at 200, with 
many wounded. 
Th e Mex ican lo ss 
today is not known, but is th ough t 
to be h eavy . 


Grave fears are felt for th e safety 
of h undreds of Americans, including 
many women and ch ildren in th e oil 
camps 
at 
Topila and oth er river 
points and interior camps. 


All th ese Americans are said to be 
unarmed and defenseless against a t­ 
tacks of eitlier 
Federal» or insur­ 
gents. 
Many oil companies are di­ 
recting th eir employ ees to return to 
Ta mpieo. 


Th e most sensational incident of 
th e day was th e destruction by th e 
cruiser Ch ester of a block of build­ 
ings in wh ich th e French Consulate 
was located. 


In th ese buildings several Mex i­ 
cans feeling certain th at th e French 
ilag, 
th ing 
from th e 
Consulate, 
would safeguard 
th em from bom­ 
bardment, stationed th emselves and 
began sniping th e American marines. 


After th is pot sh ooting h ad con­ 
tinued for some time th e men were 
located and orders were given to th e 
Ch ester to open lire 
011 th e buildings. 
Th e Mex icans 
soon were driven 
out and th e marines, advancing un­ 
der 
cover 
of th e Ch ester’s guns, 
cleared th e wh ole district. 
Many 
buildings

city h ave been wrecked by th e sh ell 
tire from th e five-inch guns of th e 
Ch ester and Pairie wh ich was used 
to cover tiie advance of th e marines 
and to dislodge th e Mex ican snij)ers 
from th e roofs and 
various oth er 
points of 
vantage wh ich th ey oc­ 
cupied. 
In view of th is condition Admiral 
Badger arranged to distribute a suf­ 
ficient force of marines th rough th e 
city to keep order. 
Hotels and busi­ 
ness h ouses were urged to reopen, 
and were assured th ey would h e pro­ 
tected.

Mr. Fairbanks gave a brief history 
o f the 
Republican party taking it 
through the tragic days o f Abraham 
Lincoln and telling o f its 
histo ry 
making career until the time that it 
went out o f power. He stated that it 
was a significant fact that beginning 
in I8 60 the Republican party ha> 
elected nine out o f eleven presidnts 
o f the 
United 
States, 
lie stated 
that the people have recorded theii 
judgment 
against the

party only three times since the first 
election ol Abraham Lincoln.

they subsequently regretted it and 
if there i-> any veracity in the times, 
acco rding to the speaker, they will 
surely if they do not already regret 
their third departure from the well 
of the Republican party.

out work and wages, who were a c t­ 
ively employed when the last adverse 
verdict was rendered against the Re­ 
publican party; high rates o f inter­ 
est have been imposed fo r an un­ 
usually long time upon borrowers of* 
money, due in a large measure to 
distrust o f the 
party in 
power. 
These and many o ther things within 
our observation testify more forcibly 
than any 
words I can utter to the 
tremendous cost o f the overthrow o f 
Republican policies 
and Republican 
administration. 
As is usual in per­ 
iods o f depressio n the burden Tests 
upon the shoulders o f those least 
able to bear it. 


A ue st industrial and commercial 
progress, as it has 
been arrested 
during the last year o r more, and the 
loss will amount to hundreds o f mil­ 
lions o f do llars— more than the cost 
of the P anam a canal— stupendous 
as that sum is. The amount o f labo r 
alone has lost under the 
present 
Democratic 
administratio n because 
o f a diminished pay roll and fewer 
pay env elopes reaches enormous fig­ 
ures. 


Mhen Democracy last came into 
power with 
such an overwhelming 
vote in the electoral college, but with 
a minority o f the po pular vote, it 
promptly 
proceeded to 
smash the 
protective tariff law under the stro ng 
ex ecutive 
coercion, 
and when the 
work o f 
demolition was complete 
o ur Democratic friends looked upon 
it with pride and satisfactio n, and 
j declared that the tariff was at !a>t 
¡settled and was now taken out of 
politics, 
in this f believe I hey were 
mistaken— as they have always been 
with respect to tariff questions. 
The 
fact is that the new tariff law 
h as 
again projected the tariff into poli­ 
tics. 
{lie tariff has been a political 
question fo r many years and will 
continue to be so long as men differ 
as to tariffs levied respectively fo r 
protection and revenue. 
These two theories are so diamet­ 
rically opposed that they will fre ­ 
quently recur in the future 
po litics, 
o f o ur country. 
Until there is a gen­ 
eral acceptance o f either one o r the 
other theory the 
irrepressible 
co n­ 
flict will continue. 
Those who affect 


to believe that writing into the public 
law the Democratic theory o f a rev­ 
enue tariff is to end the debate, are 
deluding no one worse than them­ 
selves. 
No question in this co untry 
my friends,is settled unless it is set­ 
tled 
everlastingly 
right, 
and 
there 
can 
be no 
settlement 
of 
the 
tariff 
question 
which 
gives 
over o ur competitive industries and 
o ur agriculture in any considerable 
degree to the control o f our foreign 
competitors. 


“Sacrifice o f the interests o f the 
farm er in the new tariff was not 
made inadvertantly. 
'Our Democra­ 
tic friends have 
a l w a ys rejected the 
id**,i that o ur farm ers need pro tec­ 
tion. consequently 
the removal 
o f 
duties upon farm 
pro ducts 
w as in 
fulfillment o f their traditio nal 
po licy, 
furtherm o re, they went into power 
pledged to lower the high cost o f liv­ 
ing and naturally they struck the 
pro ducts o f the 
farm er 
from the 
dutiable list in the futile effort to re­ 
deem their pledge. 
The result 
lias 
been disappo inting and disastro us as 
they might well have anticipated if 
they had seriously considered actual 
conditions. 


“ Hiey have opened o ur home m ar­ 
ket to the pro ducts of the farm ers 
of o ther countries, but the cost o f 
living has not been reduced. 
Any 
one who observes current events and 
who 
understands trade conditions 
knows that the cure fo r the high cost 
o f living does not lie in inv iting the 
tree admission o f agricultural pro d­ 
ucts from Canada, Argentina and 
o ther countries into our 
markets. 
I he Democratic party has sought the 
wrong remedy. 
Every one who has 
studied the prices o f o ur farm pro ­ 
ducts when they leave (lie farm are 
not ex cessive; that they are 
only 
fairly co mpensato ry fo r the capital 
and labor required to produce them. 
If the co nsumer thinks their cost is 
too high a little inve-figa! ion 
will 
convince him that it U due to the 
charges which are added between the 
time when they leave the farm er's 
hands and reach hi> table, fo r ad of 
which the fanner is in no wise re­ 
sponsible. 
“ The Republican party has always 
felt that it is in the highest degree 
just to o ur farm ers and in o ur widest 
natio nal 
interest to 
protect them 
against injurious competition from 
the fanners o f o ther countries, and 
it has never sacrificed their interests 
in any o f its tariff legislation. 
It 
has, as a rule, pro tected live stock, 


meats, wo» .I. and corn, wheat, oats, 
barley, hay, butter, eggs, cheese, and 
other fai :i pro ducts bv imposing a 
reasonable duty o r tax upon similar 
pro dutes 
seeking our po rts from 
other countries. 


“ The operation o f the new tariff 
lav,, as disclosed by the repo rts of 
the gov ernment fo r the five moot in 
ending February 28 last must be a 
disappointment to its autho rs as it 
is to the country. 
There is no better 
barometer o f 
business 
conditions 
than repo rts o f o ur foreign com­ 
merce. 


Our to tal foreign trade imports 
and ex po rts combined have fallen 
off more than $105,000,030; ex po rts 
have been reduced $75,000,000; im­ 
po rts have 
increased nearly $25,- 
000,000. 
Farm pro ducts make up 
the larger part o f the sum. 
Corn 
and wool from Argentina, 
butter. 
e£ » s* fish, cattle, meats, and po ta­ 
toes lro m China and o ther countries 
are among the principal items im­ 
ported. 
Dutiable imports have fallen 
nearly $55.066,000; customs receipts 
have 
decreased 
$23,600,000. 
The 
balance o f trade in o ur favo r has de­ 
clined 
$45,000,000. 
The ordinary 
receipts ex ceeded ex penditures fo r a 
correspo nding 
period 
fo r the five 
months ending February 28 .B>13, of 
nearly $14,000,000, while the ofdin- 
ary ex penditures ex ceeded ordinary 
receipts during the five months, un­ 
der 
consideration by nearly $10,- 
225,000. 
These figures show that 
from the standpo int o f o ur industrial 
and commercial interests as well as 
a revenue pro ducer the new law has 
thus far proved a failure.” 


Passing from natio nal issues Mr. 
Fairbanks came to the questions in 
Indiana and briefly mentioned the 
initiative and referendum. He stated 
th at the Democratic party was not 
in power in Indiana because o f a 
m ajo rity of the people believe in its 
policies but because o f a Republican 
division. 
According to 
Mr. F air­ 
banks 
die 
Democratic adm inistra­ 
tion represents only a minority sent­ 
iment o f the state. 
“The 
work o f 
reuniting friends 
who believe in the efficacy o f Repub­ 
lican 
doctrines is 
going forward 
more rapidly than some believe. 
It 
is manifest in recent elections am 
where the registratio n o f voters is in 
progress. 
This is especially« obviou 
in CaJfornia, where the registration 
o f Republicans outnumbers tlie com­ 
bined opposition. 
The stro ng trem 
toward amalgamatio n is not due to 
the influence o f leaders or compact 
organization, but to tlie great mas 
of those who see peril in continue« 
division. 
The 
early 
triumph ol 
sound Republican policies will come 
in the happy reunion o f men who be­ 
lieve in them. 
The reunion will 
c»hih 
through the1 irresistible gravitatio n 
o f mutual interest. 
Jn vvlmi 1 have said I have ini - 
pugned the motives neither o f parti­ 
es no r o f individuals. 
I have never 
to r one moment during my public 
life, as you will 
bear 
me w itne s s , 
challenged the good faith or the good 
name o f my political adversaries.” 
He stated that the importance o f 
victory in Indiana can not be o ver­ 
estimated and that its beneficent in­ 
fluence would be 
nation wide. 
It 
would sound 
a note o f confidence 
and encouragement to the hosts of 
Republican« from one end o f the 
co untry to the o ther and would give 
an 
impetus to the cause. 
In conclusion he said: 
“The co ntest is on 
between tin* 
policies o f the Republican party and 
those o f our adv ersaries. 
The fo rm ­ 
er arc in the best sense progressive, 
ex panding industry, employing labor 
building cities, multiplying o ppo rt­ 
unities for capital, building a nation. 
The opposite 
are 
reactio nary— a 
menace to pro sperity in field, fa c ­ 
to ry and mine. 
At the moment 
b usi­ 


ne ss hesitates, labor and capital are 
eager to catch some sign o f old-time 
industrial 
activity and 
widesjoread 
prosperity.

The consignment of munitions of 


war lo Carranza's army was stopped 
at the border at the instigation of 
the army and navy C'ouncil of De- 
fense, which feared le.-l eventually 
these arms would he turned agains't 
American troops.

port of Carranza's attitude toward 
lie United States, it would seem to 
be absolutely certain that protracted 
conflict with ilexico can no longer 
be avoided.
